Is Reported 


TORONTO, April 18—(CP) 
—Retailers in Toronto re- 
ported today that meat buy- 
ing in some instances has 
reached panic proportions as 
supplies here and elsewhere 
throughout the country 
dwindled to a mere trickle. 


THE SHORTAGE followed adop- 
tion by the large packing chains of 
a policy of refusing to pay prices 


for live cattle that would not af- 
ford them a margin on sales of 
dressed meat at Prices Board ceil- 
ings, 

Such Ontario points at London, 
Woodstock and Windsor reported 
shortage of meat in retail stores, 
At Vancouver a severe shortage in 
10 days is predicted unless cattle 
marketings return to normal. 

In Toronto, President John King 
of the City’s Retail Butcher's Asso- 
ciation charged that more than half 
the meat now being sold in the city 
“is black market stuff being sold 
behind counters at higher than 
ceiling prices.” 

HE PREDICTED the majority of 
butcher shops here will be without 
beef Saturday.

Beef Famine 
Expected Soon 


Unless drastic and immedis' 
ate action is taken by the 
federal government, a short« 
age of beef will be felt from 
one side of the Dominion ta 
the other, according to Ed< 
monton butchers and stock. 
yards authorities. 


THERE ARE 500 HEAD of cattle 
at the Edmonton stockyards, all 
unsold, with packinghouses taking 
a firm stand against buying live 
cattle at prices inconsistent with 
the ceiling prices for dressed beet 
Adding to the difficulty, western 
livestock producers are reportedly 
holding back their grain-fed cattle 
until higher prices make it worth 
their while to supply what appears 
to be an imminently desperate mar- 
ket. 

Salesmen point to a slump of $7.50 
to $12 per head for top choice steers 
as they join other production ex- 
perts in warning of a resultant 
failure of farmers next winter to 
feed grain to cattle, so that there 
would be a “tremendous shortage” 
of meat in the summer of 1947.

ard time are going to kid themselves into 
getting up at a quarter past five sun time. 
The city council has passed a bylaw order- 
ing them to move the hands of the clock 
ahead an hour on the former date. 

Edmonton’s council has no power under 
the charter to promulgate such an order. It 
could only establish “daylight saving” time 
here by issuing a request, and in so far as 
business concerns and house-holders chose 
to comply with the request. 


It is desirable of course that the clocks 
should register in unison all over the pro- 
vince, and with zonal allowances, all over the 
Dominion, But that is not going to happen. 
The farmers don’t want to “get up with the 
chickens” in mid-summer and go to bed earl- 
ier than they do, They have made this very | 
plain. 

That is more important to Edmonton 
than what Calgarians do—or Toronto people 
do. The less confusion in time there is be- 
tween the city and the farmers who do their 
buying and selling here, the better it will be 
for all concerned. If standard time is what 
the farmers want—and they have said so— 
standard time will be best for every business 


house with which the farmers trade. 


World .Crisis in Grain 


Unless the world can produce at least ten 
million tons to replace the present rapid con- 
sumption of stocks and the seven million 
tons which represent this year’s deficit in 
world wheat supplies, a serious grain crisis 
will threaten the whole earth in 1947. 

The entire food situation has changed 
radically since last December, when the Ot- 
tawa conference decided that Canada’s 
wheat acreage for this year should be 23,- 
414,100. ' 

While it is painfully obvious that this 
acreage should be increased, it is difficult to 
see how it can be done. It is too late to add 
much to acreage either on this continent or 
in Europe this year. And the situation is de- 
preciated by the fact that there is no inter- 
national body empowered to distribute the 
world’s supplies on the basis of need. | 

Washington’s Combined Food Board has 
made an effort to induce Argentina to reduce 
its shipments to Spain and Portugal, coun- 
tries that are not seriously short of grain. 
But these have been unavailing. And the 
UNRRA will be embarrassed at the end of 
the year when the United States intends to 
withdraw its financial assistance for political 
reasons, 

All that is left is the Food and Agricul- 
tural Organization of the United Nations. 
But this has not been given centralized con- 
trol and cannot even bind its own members 
to a fixed policy. 

The only possible hope of a fair allocation 
of the grain harvest lies in an agreement be- | 
tween the United Kingdom, Canadian and | 
United States governments with regard to | 
the disposa] of their surpluses. In the mean- 
time, only a strict anti-waste campaign can 
effect any improvement in an ominous situ- 
ation. 


Just a Gesture | 


Franco sent out invitations to some— | 
some only-——of the United Nations to send 
representatives to Spain to look for Nazi 
scientists working on atomic weapons or 
other war devices, The bids went only to a 
selected list. The countries which backed the | 
accusation that Franco was harboring such | 
renegades got none, 

This gesture means nothing. If investi- 
gating agents are to go to Spain they should | 
go as representing the Security Council—or 
the United Nations organization—not a 
hand-picked list of countries to whom 
Franco chooses to extend a courtesy. He isn’t 
the kind of man whose reputation can be 
cleared by a packed jury after a personally 
arranged Cook's tour. 

The countries Franco doesn’t want to | 
have any hand in the investigation are the | 
countries whose suspicions he should be 
most anxious to allay; and to whom he 
should be most ready to open the door if he 
has nothing to conceal and wants to convince 
the world that the charges are unwarranted. 
Pointedly excluding those countries from the | 
invitation will not lessen their suspicions, | 
hor carry conviction in other quarters. | 

It is with the Security Council that | 
Franco has to deal, whether he wants to 
or doesn't; not merely with some of the 
countries represented on that body. Only 
from the Council could he get a certificate 


of character, and he can't get that by of- | 


fending members who hold the power to 
veto any motion of exoneration.

It is true a young man with comparative- 
ly little education could enlist when the per- 
manent force needed recruits. But because 
of the limitations imposed on recruiting it 
seldom did need them, so commanding offi- 


| cers (enlistment being directly into a regi- 


ment) could afford to be choosey, 

There should be no illusion about what is 
required of the modern soldier; but the 
army, and civilian employers as well, can at- 
tach too much importance to ‘paper, qualifi- 
cations”. It would have seemed to facilitate 
recruiting without lowering the standard if, 
instead of insisting on this too arbitrarily, a 
recruit might be considered eligible for en- 
listment if he had reasonably good education 
and a character certified by say two depend- 
able sponsors, and opportunities given him 
through army educational establishments to 


| “take” junior matriculation after enlistment. 


Or even senior, since this is required if he as- 
pires to a commission. 

What has become in the new organization 
of thé Royal Military College, where the per- 
manent force officers of yesteryear were 
made? Its historic buildings at Kingston, 
Ontario, are now to be the Staff College, and 
it is stipulated that candidates for first com- 
missions must be graduates of a university 
and have “complete university” military 
training. It would seem from this that it is 
proposed to have the universities in future 
do what was formerly done by RMC; the 
education of an officer will be as much a 
function of the university as is the training 
of a doctor or a parson. 

But lack of university degrees will not 
be a barrier to the promotion of a ranker to 
the commission, for a certain percentage 
(loosely described in the news columns as a 
“batch”) of other ranks will be eligible each 
year for university education at the public 
expense, 

Not quite clear is the reason why the re- 
serve army is asked to be satisfied with offi- 
cers having only the same academic qualifi- 
cation as a permanent force recruit, al- 
though their duties and those of their per- 
manent force brother-officers are identical.

NOW THAT GREECE has newly 
elected a popular assembly upon 
the basis of which it should be 
possible to erect a stable govern- 
ment, the first question to be de- 
cided is whether or not a plebiscite 
upon the monarchy should be held 
forthwith or postponed to a later 
date. Until recently all enemies of 
the Greek monarchy were urging 
that a plebiscite be postponed since 
it was generally agreed by all ob- 
servers that a majority of Greek 
people would vote today in favor 
of the return of King George of 
Hellenes, Now it has been suggest- 
ed even by extreme voices of the 
left that it would be better to have 
a plebiscite now while British 
troops and international observers 
are on the spot than to postpone it 
for a year or two when monarchist 
forces which today dominate the 
Greek government might be able to 
arrange matters more to their own 


advantage. 
It is an extraordinary thing that 
hardly anyone approaches the 


Greek problem or indeed any for- 
eign problem from the point of 
view of what natives themselves 
would like. All calculations seem 
to be based upon what would suit 
the political predilections of the 
Frenchman, Russian, Englishman 
or American who is expressing an 
opinion, Thus no one bothers to 
take much stock of the outcome of 
Argentine elections where a major- 
ity of Argentine people have de- 
cided they wish to be governed by 
Col. Peron. As the U.S. state de- 
partment does not like Col. Peron, 
American policy has been directed 
—though with singular lack of suc- 
cess—to secure his defeat.

THE FRENCH LEFT WING opin-

If it isn’t stammering—and this 
seems inevitable around two years 
or so—then it's ear-pulling or eye- 
blinking, or shoulder-jerking or 
some other twitching mannerism, | 
which the child indulges in as soon 
as anyone looks at him.
